DETAILED ACTION 



Priority 



1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Canada on 26/10/99 and 27/05/99. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a 
certified copy of the Canadian applications as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because applicant praises the invention. "An 
improved rake" should be — A rake--. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: Rake with Detachable Rake Head. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 10 is objected to because of the following informalities: in line 3, "abuts 11 should 
be — abut--. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kikuchi, 
3,073,103. 

Kikuchi discloses a rake including: 

- a first rake part (Fig. 3) 

- a handle (14) 

- a first rake head section (Fig. 3) 
a second rake part (Fig. 2) 

- a second rake head section (Fig. 2) 
cooperating connecting means (35, 36) 

The first and second rake parts connect to form a full-size rake head (15). 
In regards to claim 15, the rake has aligning means (R, 26) on the rake parts. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-J4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
